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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: at page 6, line 7, 
reference numeral "56" should apparently be inserted after "pressure sensor". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character not mentioned in the description: 86. Corrected 
drawing sheets, or amendment to the specification to add the reference character in the 
description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as 
not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Schwab et 
al (Abstract; col. 2, lines 14-16, 32-67; col. 3, lines 34-58; col 4, lines 5-58; col. 5, lines 28-58; 
col. 6, lines 19-31; col. 7, lines 4-7, 23-43; col. 8, lines 5-60; col. 9, line 33 through col. 12, line 
27). 

Applicant should note that the reference clearly controls the sprayers within the GCT by 
utilizing computer memory and algorithms indicative of various operating conditions. See col. 6, 
lines 19-31, as well as col. 5, lines 41-58. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed January 3 1 , 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the amendments to the specification, the requested change to the language 
of the specification at page 2, line 2 has not been entered since the noted phrase does not exist at 
the location stated by applicant, nor has applicant presented the change in the proper format 
acceptable for entry. Specifically, changes to the specification must be made by replacement of 
an entire paragraph or section, including underlining added language and striking through 
deleted language. 

With respect to the statement in the remarks section of the amendment filed January 31, 
2005, that a corrected copy of replacement figures was attached, no such copy has been received. 
With respect to applicant's comments pertaining to the prior art rejection of the claims by 
Schwab et al, such are not persuasive. Given a fair and accurate reading of the specific portions 
of the reference cited by the undersigned, one could only conclude that the reference clearly 
anticipates applicant's invention as recited by instant claims 1-6.
